He has several arrests for drunk related 
charges and passing bad checks. Two armed DCI agents will 

be with the DCI. during this trip and local authorities and 

the FBI have been alerted. (C)

arriving 2 March 1979 from Frankfurt via TWA flight #803, 
arriving New York City 1355 hours. The group was met at
